A True Relation of the Ations and 
Motions of the Confederate Army 
in. Brabant, Anne. 1689. With 4 
ſhort Hiſtorical Account of Hol- 
land and Flanders. | 


Aving left London at the ſame time with his June gb 
Grace the Duke of Ormond, in Company of the 1689. 
Honourable the Earl of Pembrock, Embaſlador. WW 
for Holland, and the Lord Lazingron, Envoy to 
the Duke of Brendenburgh, who had one Man of War and 
rwo Yaughts for their Convoy ; the firſt Land we made, 11: 
was the Bril. 


"Bil, Is firrounded with a Water and a Sodwork-Forti- 
fication, which is very Regular ; here we. made no ſtay, 
but ſailed with rhe greateſt haſt up the Mexe to Recrerdam ; 
having by the way the diverſion of ſeeing Howſeidike, 
Blackwall, Lorden, Shelden , and ſeveral other very pretty 
Towns fituated along the River. 


Rotterdam, Here we ftay'd three days, and were di- 
verted daily, wich viewing the admirable naddek and curi- 
ous order of 'every thing, relating to - the Houſes and 
Streets of this fair City, where no Carts are ſuffered, bur 
Sledds and Wheelbarrows,' that the Payements may not

June1 4th be endamaged : In the Market-Place of this Town, is the 
1689. Statue of Eraſmus in Braſs: In the great Church, is the Mo- 
WAN nument of Admiral Du Ye ;, to the top of the Steeple is 
One Hundred and Twenty Steps. Ships of large Burthen,” 
come up to moſt of the Houſes in the Town ; for the 
Conveniency of their Paflage there are ſeveral Draw- 
Bridges, which are raiſed to. give way when their. occaſions 
lead them to bring them up or down. The Banks of 
the Rivers, which. are- the Streets, are planted with Lime 
and Elm-Trees , which give their Shade in Summer and 
Shelter in Wipterg. 8nd are a very grdit Ornament-to the 
Town ; the middle of. whoſe Streets, are very curiouſly 
Paved with Stone 4 and the outfide for rwo yards broad, 
with Clinker-Brick : Their Doors and Window-ſhutters, are 
all painted Green: Their” Houfts'are neatly kept within, 
and placed in admirable order without : Their Men are 
tollerahly faſhionable, but their Women are ng Fac, 
burly and unfightly ; they all go in Slippers, 8nd thajr 
Coats come dawn but half way their Legs. Here ina 
ſampruous S:4dboyſe  and' Exchange, and I think thang. 
thar: cav. contribute t6 the compoling of a lovely, decent, 
rich, commodious City. . On'the 14th we went to Def, in

Water two Leagues. from 
Rotterdam.Our Boat was drawn by a Horſe, rid by a Boy,who

which will contain about Forty Paſſengers ; theſe Boats are 
ſo ordered, that one of them is to go this Courſe every 
half hour : There are likewile at Def other.

Dague, Here is the Prince of Orange's Court about a 
ter of a League from the Town (for this is not a City, 
although ic doth ſurpaſs ſeveral Cities iin Grandure.) In a 
Grove hard by, is a very fine Mall, In the Sradbows of 
this- Town is the Burgermaſters Chamber , wherein is 
placed the Strappado: 'I'wo Leagues from this place is 
Hownſlerdike , where-the Prince hath a very ſtately Pallace, 
whereunto appertaineth ſeveral Rarities, among which is 
an Oſtridg and ſome Indian Oxen ; He hath likewiſe another 
fine Pallace in the Grove near the Hague, in which is a very 
ſpacious Hall adorned with ſeveral curious Sculptures; from 
the Hegue to Skeeveline is Walk about two Miles in length, 
paved allthe way with Clinker-Brick. About half way is the 
Heer Bentings Houſe, now Earl of Portland, whereunto apper- 
raineth a very famous Orange Garden, with a large Bird- 
which is ſixteen Rood long, and twelve Foot broad : 

To the top of the great Steeple \'of the Hague is Three 
hundred Steps, and in the Church thereof 1s the Monu- 
ment of Obdam, the famous Admiral of the Dutch Fleet, 
who was blown up together with his Ship as he was coming 
to an Engagement with the Eng/z/b Fleet. Moſt of the 
Gentry and Nobility in this part of the Country, have Ha- 
bitations in this Town ; they uſe few Coaches, bur generally 
ride in an open kind of Chariot, which defends them from 
neither Wind nor Sun ; the Carriages thereof are not ſlung 
as in En2/end, io that they are little better than a gilded 
PZ Car:

Town is likewiſe famous for a Spin- houſe, in nature of a 


Bridewell, which is for reſtraining of Burgermaſters Daugh- 
ters which lead” lewd lives, upon diſcovery whereof they 
are confined to this houſe for a year and-a day, And from 
hence we were ordered to Breda, to joyn the Troop of 
Guards formerly gone thither ; in Obedience to which we 
came back to Rotterdam, and began our Journey from thence 
on the Twentierh, and in two days arrived at our Journeys 
end,through a Country where to ſee a Stone is a Miracle ; the 
Land there ſeems lower than the Sea, and] do believe-fo ir 
is ; for, half the Country would beoverflown with the Sea, 
were it not. for a great Multitude of Windmills that are kept 
conſtantly imploy'd in draining the Land by a pretty kind of 
Stratagem. "There are feveral Towns, and good Entertain- 
ment on the Road; wherein I obſerved no great Superſtition 
(wherewith Brabant is horribly peſtered) {ove in the matter 
of the Stork, which rhey account lucky both to particular 
Perſons and the publick State ; they being poſleſt with a 
fond conceit, that they have a ſecret Inftinft in them, which 
teaches them. to abhor Monarchy, and that therefore they 
will breed no wherebut in a free State ; and-therefore they 
build their Nefts for them in the Tops of their Chimneys, 
where they delight to breed. Bur if chey chance to breed 
an the- Top of a Burgermaſters Chimney, they will rather 
chooſe to loſe the benefit of the Fire-place, than diſturis 
this lucky Bird ; the Laws of the Land Protc-them, and 
make it Penal to deſtroy them ; for which there is a natural 
reaſon, eſpecially in a Country where Frogs-and Toads do fo 
much abound, of which Vermin theſe Birds are great 
deſtroyers : and” of which fort of Vermin; and» Proviſion 
for the Storks, there is ſuch -plenty here, that 'if almoſt 
all the Birds inthe Air were Storks, they may be feaſted in 
Holland. .

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Breda, When we arrived there, we were ſurprized to 7,1 I 
ride over ave or fix Draw-Bridges, before we. came to the 1,589, 
'Town;' as ſoan as you enter the Gates, which (if a Stran- yay 
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ger, they will not ſuffer you to do withoyt a great deal of 
Caution) you are carry'd to the Governour, before whom 
you muſt give an Account of your ſelf : This is a large 
orderly City, only that they are not ſo curious in their 
Houſes, as they are in other Parcs of Holl.mrd, though clean- 
ly enough... It belongs entirely to the Prince of Oraxe : 
It is fo well fortified, both by Nature and Arr, that 'ris 
ever impregmable, behdes the Rampierts, which are all 
arched underneath with a ſtrong Brick Arch, and are raiſed 
higher than the Houſes of the Town, whereon is an Enne- 
agon ; there are two Pair of Outworks, each encompaſſed 
with a broad deep Water ; on the Government of this Ci- 
ty do depend ſeventeen other Towns of Note in the Pro- 
vince of Brabant. "This City was taken by a Wile from the 
Spaniard, by King Wiliams Grand-Father ; our King hath 
a very fine Caſtle. and Garden here. There is likewiſe a 
very remarkable Steeple here, which is in height four hun- 
dred and thirty four Steps, all of carved Stone ; wherein is a 
delicate Ring- of Bells, which chime every half hour, to 
give.notice of the Clocks going to ſtrike, which ſtrikes here - 
fo often ; theſe Bells. will readily anJ ſweetly chime to any 
time. : Near to the Top of this migity Structure, in a 
round Ball, liveth a Trumpeter and his whole Family, which 
by reaſon of. the height, ſeems ro them that ſtand on the 
Ground, to be. no bigger than that you may gra it in your 
Arms: This Trumpeter is to ſound every Night, after the 
Gates are locked, to give an Account that the City is fafe.

Antwerp, This is reputed the chicfeſlt Town in all 
Flanders ; the moſt beautiful, and the ſtrongeſt ſtuared ; 
for the better Defence whereof, there is a ſtrong Citadel, 
formed with five Baſtions ; ſome of the Streets of this City 
are fixty Paces broad; in the Middle of the Street is 


WAA the Statue of our Saviour on the Croſs, ca at large and

gilded; at the Entrance of the Gates, and Corners of eve- 
ry Street, is carved the Virgin Mary with our Saviour in her 


- Arms, and at the Foot of them a Place to kneel and wor: 


ſhip : In this City are twenty five Colledges, Nunneries, 
ws Religious Houſes : No Art can exceed the Curiolity of 
the Jefuits Chappel in us Structure and Ornaments, which 
is wainſcoated with all forts of Marble ; the Roof is paiated 
by the beſt Hands : They were fo free as to ſhew us all 
their Riches, which they valued to two ' Millions: 'They 
have for every Holy Day a ſeveral Skreen to draw before 
their Altar, which is richly- painted and embroidered ; you 


may go from hence to-any Part of Holland by Water, fo 


you may to Braſſe/s: Here is likewiſe a Nunnery furniſhed 
with Engliſh Nuns, who appear extream Civil, but are great 
Bigots in their Religion, and great Athenians, as to News : 
From hence we went to Lire. 


Litre, Which is 'Two Leagues from An:werp: Here is a+ 
nother Engliſh Nunnery. "This Town is not very ſtrong, 
but is a good Market Town, where all Proviſions are 


plentiful and cheapz next Morning we went to Reminian. 


Remintan, 
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Reminſatt, Here all the Habitations were forſaken in a 7#5 3: 
Country full of {ſtanding Co1n, whoſe Soil. is very tertile, 168g... 
and all well tilled, yer we found a (great  Scarcity of all WWW 


manner of Proviſions, which we ſuppoſed the Inhabitants 
had withdrawn, by reaſon of the Army marching that way. 
We are now come into the Land of Idolatry, where the 
Images of the Virgin Mey, St. Am and the Croſs are wor- 
ſhipped in every Grove, under every green 'Tree, and at e- 
very cxofs Way ; the Canaontes could never arrive to a great- 
er pitchof idolatry; fo that this Land can be fo fitly like- 
ned to nothing as to a. Paradice inhabited with Devils; 
and to ſay the truth, for their Complexion, the Inhabitants, 
both Men and Women,may keep the Feinds Company, there 
being- no ſack ill-favoured megre Creatures in; the whole 


Univerſe, as are theſe H/aloons, who ſpeak a broken French ; 


it is true, you may meet with a Prieſt or a Bacon-headed 
Friar here and there that looks . pretty plump.and” far, the 
Mobtyle being a Kind of il} ſhap'd Monſters, ſtarved there- 
unto,, *tis fuppoſed by the Covetouſneſs of the Clergy, who 
Lord. it over theſe poor Creatures, and have engrofled to 
themſelves all the fine Houſes and Habitations, and1 ſuppoſe 
all the Riches and Proviſions inthe Country ;- The next Day 
we marched through Velez to Beer. 


WBillen, Here we had the Help of an Ale-houſe for our 
Refreſhmear, which is all the Advantage . we had beyond 
our former Quarters, where we could get nothing for Love or

Lombeck, Here the Frenob Army having begeon to ſet-the 
Country. on fire, 'ewixt us and' Bruſſels, Prince Fademons de- 
tacqued 3000 Horſe out of - his own Army, and purſned 
them, who were followed by twice as many out-of onc Ar- 
my, under the. Command of Meown/. de. Bee +i The Spaniſh 
Lieutenant Genera), Prince-Fademonr, came vp with ſome of 
them, killed 120, and brought 60 Priſoners into Bruſſels, 
with the loſs only of three Men, the reft fled; - whereopon 
he returned to the Camp, where we remained-4ill the I9th;

which all'run Water: There are Flower-Pots betwixt every 
Statue ; there are likewiſe four Houſes of Waterworks ; in 
the middle of the Park of Mazes is a Fountain, in an Octo- 
gon, arched 'on' ſixteen Pillars abont twenty Foot highz on 
the Top areeight great Lions cur at large in Stone z/ under 
the Freez 'areeight Ceſars Heads ; The Fountain is railed, 
and banaftered about with Marble; the bottom being flagged,

Syllie, This day the French hearing of our decamping, 22. 
left the ground where they were very ſtrongly poſted, in 
reat diforder ; feaving behind them in the Hurry, ſevecal 
arriages, Barrels of Bear, Forrage, and other Luggage: 
Neverthelefs we remained encamped at this place, till the 
277th, and then marched in four Lines to Cambrong, where 
we encamped in two Lines, Prince Yademort's Army till 
keeping the Right. 


Taibzong, Here the French Army was encamped within a 27. 
League anda half of ours; who! if they had a mind to ſhew + 
fair play, reed not want a delicate plain Champion Country 
for it ; there cannot be a pleafanter ſort of a Country, and

more capable of Improvement in-the World ;,-But the Lohs- 
birants are ſo given to Superſtition, and Idolatry, that it is 


impoſſible any thing ſhould proſper where they are. \From 
our Camp might be ſeen eleven Churches, the Country being 


' wholly dedicated to Religious Houſes, - which-cannot.be ter- 
med any thing, ſo properly, as Neſts of idle Idolatrons Peo- 


ple, blind Leaders of the Blind, to whom the reſt of the In- 
habitanrs are all Slaves; if jt were not ſo, and-if it would 
pleaſe God to bleſs them with Peace, it would certainly be 
as pleaſant, and plentiful, and perhaps as flouriſhing a Coun- 
try, as any, is the whole World : The chief of theſe Irreli- 
gious Places,.is the Houſe from whence our Camp derives 
its Name ;, it is walled round, ſituate in the midſt of this 
Plain by a River- ſide, *rwixttwo of our Garriſons, Ath and 


Aonts, Within theſe Walls is a famous Chappel, joyning to 


the Cloyſter, 2dorned with admirable, Carvings, ,and extra- 
ordinary Painting ; in it are many, rich Altars; which they 
(at Iſt ) refuſed to let our Guards ſee,, becauſe. faid they, 
they have given Offence in not kneeling, at;the- lifting up 
of the Hoſt ; but another Chappel they were adnutted in- 
to, where, ( among, other Fopperies and Trumperies ). 1 ob- 
ſerved. a Jirtle; Prayer, banged up,in+ Latin; to be-lgarot 
of all that came thither: to devotian,z the Prayer was to this 
effet, That it would pleaſe the Laay of Cambr for the ſake 
of the five Wounds, which her holy Image ſuffered udthat place, by 
the hands of an unſanttified few, to gram five things; Namely, 
that in the Hour of Death, they may net want the Company of. a 
Prie#t, whereby they may have the benefit of Auricular Confeſſion, 
Abſolution, receiving the Sacrament, and being anointeq with 
Oi : This is a Carmelite Convent ; They ſtamp little Medals 
of Silver, and ſel] them. to-the People, whom they perſwade, 
ſhall by the wearing of them. be kept from Sickneſs,. Diſa- 
ſters, Infection, or any Power of the Devil ;: This 1 heard 
one of them aver. In the larger of theſe two Chappels is a 
great Marble Pillar, much like the Croſs. in Covenery,, with 
2ll-the Popes and Fathers of the Churcb, engraven on it: 
There is likewiſe engraven, the Expiration of our Saviour 
on the Croſs, under which is. drawn to the. life.two {ain 
aying

Jaying tim in his Grave, with Women: weeping, [all cut at 
large, in Marble: Here are likewiſe ſeveral large Tombs, 
one of them, which is indeed very rich, belongs to the Fami- 
ly of Engaion; others lye in Arches in the Wall, - cut at large, 
( impailed ) in Iron gratesz which though of ſtone, are very 
much defaced : which puts me in mind of Juvenal, who ſays, 
That the very Marble Statues, and Monuments wult yield to 
the corroding Nature of Time, and pay a Tribute to Death. 
It is ſaid, that the Prince of Orange's Army being, about to 
be betrayed into the hands of the French, by the treacherous 
contrivance of theſe Fryars, he let his Soldiers plunder the 
Church and take away all they had, whereof there is now-no 
ſign, they baving ſince admirably enriched themſelves. Du- 
ring our ſtay here, 1 went to ſee 4th, 


Ath, This Towa lieth at the Weſt End of this Plain about 
a League. and a half from-the Right of our Camp, which 
ſtretcheth ir ſelf, when they are Encamped, in two Lines, at 
leaſt a League ; the Fortification thereof is a Septagon, with 
Out-works,anſwerable-to every Baſtion ;. It is Pallifadoed and 
Stakudoed with Turrets on the Walls, whereon are Golden 
Flower de. Luces, which ſheweth that it was Fortified by the 
French King, as was Charlerey, but by the Treaty of Nim- 
gun was ſurrended tothe Spariard: In-the Counterſcarp are 
ncawped a Regiment of Dragoons : In_ the Town: are 
Quartered Three /talian, and Two. Spawſh Regiments of Foot; 
on the Walls and Ramparts, rows of large flguriſhing Lime: 
trees, which adorn the Town ard ſhelter the Building there- 
of from Bombs : You go over Four Draw-bridges before 
you enter the Gates of: the Town,; which is excompalled 
with a large wet Ditch anda ſtrongFoG@bray ; There are Four 
Gates to the Town, and Two Port- Cullis to every Gate 
there is likewiſe a magnificent Church with Thirteen Altars 
the great Altar hath. on it the Aſcention of our Saviour, En+ 
graven with a great deal.6f Coſt and Art; on anather is the 
Paſſion-of our Saviour cut. in Braſs: The. work-of this Fapred 
is molt in Braſs, as is Cambrogue in poliſhed Marble of al 
colours: Tbis Town is famous for good Buff, which is ſold, 
very 
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Oftob. 2. very cheap. On the Fourth I waited on the Duke of Ormnd 
1689. to- Monte, in company of  Twerity of our 'Guards, 


WPonts, This Town is built'on a Hill,” which is all fur- 
rounded with Marſhy ground ; the Out-works are Sodworks, 
not very uniform ; the Buildings-and Streets are large and 
handſome, as is the whole Town, but the Fortifications are 
irregular, and ſtronger by Nature than Art: It is ſurround- 


ed witha Wall, whereon are old-faſhioned Tutrets, notwith- 


ſtanding which, the Situation of the place makes it really 
admirably Strong, The French, in King Charles the Seconds 
time, laid Siege to this Town, but were beaten from it by 
te powers of the renowned Earl of Offory. Within this 
Town (on an hight) is Built a very high Piramid, whence 
is a very great proſpect, they ſay for Seven Leagues ronnd: 
On the 'rop'are Five round Turrets whichare made uſe of 
for Priſons ;-it'is all Built of Carved ſtone: This Town lies 
ro the Eaſt-Erd of the aforeſaid place,and is from our Camp 
Four Leagues; in it are ſeveral Churches, Monaſteries, Nun- 
neries, and other Religions Houſes; there are Two very 
magnificent Churches, one of the Canons; the other of the 
Canoneſſes ; the latter is in- every particular mnch after 
the nature of them at Neville, but the Church is mach more 
a ſplendid 'Church, and moſt of the Ladies are related to 
the King of Spain, King William, or Siſters to ſome' of the 
German Ptinces ;- Here Count Horne invited the Duke to a 
Ball, where the Canonefles after Evening Service, Danced 
(at their own Houſe) with the Duke'of Ormond andhis Re- 
tinue.” Theſe Ladies meddle not with Conſecrating the $a- 
crament, which is left to the Prieſt. There occurred vutiito 
me here a Supezſticious Ceremony, namely, the carrying of 
the Hoſt in Proceſſion, attended with Organs, Voices, and 
other Muſick playing all the way, whilſt Prieſts went with 
their Incenſe-pots fuming before it; it exceeds any Opera, 
which is a ſhew they much admire in theſe parts : In this 
Church_is placed on a Pedeſtal in the middle of the Ile, 
the Image of the Virgin Mary Crowned, with our Saviour 
:n her Arms likewiſe Crowned ; ſhe is Apparelled in a fine 
Cloth 
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Clothof Silver Gown, and every one that comes thither to 9b 4. 
Worſhip, makes 2 low bow to the ground, and kiſſes the 1689, 
Hem of her Garment. After all this view of their Churches,  VY 


which ſtrive every way to exceed one the other in Beanty and 
Riches, - wherein they come pretty near one the other, -ex- 
cept -that of Amwerp, which exceeds the reſt; | can only 
lament that ſuch Noble Struures ſhould be dedicated to 
Idolatrous uſes. On the 5th. we turned back to Combrogne, 
where we remained as long as we could get any Forrage, 
which was all devoured for Twenty Miles round, betwix 

the French Army and ours, I believe I may ſay Forty Miles, 
without any great miſtake ; at laſt there grew a real ſcarci- 
ty of Horſe meat. On the 6:þ.Ten of the Grenadeers belong- 
ing to our Guard, unadvitedly-went a Forraging without a 
Convoy; Three of them were killed by the French, Five ta- 
ken Priſoners, and- Two eſcaped withont Horſes or Coats, 
which they had pulled off to work-and make up their Truſſes. 
The Peaſant that- belonged to the Honfe where they For- 
raged, brought the French upon them ;-but this aftton was 
ſufficiently revenged on the French,by the Lunenburghers,who 
being a Forraging with their Carbines only, were ſet upon 
by ſome French Soldiers diſguiſed in Beors Frocks, but they 
received them ſo warmly, that they killed Eight and twenty 
of them, and took abovt Seventy Priſoners, with very little- 
loſs. The day before we went to: Moms, we marched a De- 
tachment of Eight thouſand Men towards the French Camp, 
together with Ten pieces of Cannon ;, when we came near 
their-Out-guards,we ſents Lieutenant of- Horſe with Fhir- 
ty men: to-Fire on them,' which he did, bat they ſtirred nor, 
nexther returned their Fire!''4t was near a Wood, where it 
is fappoſed they: had '24 Ambeaſcado, and: thonght to” tra- 
pan us; however this Alayum was ſo great a furprrze unto 
them, that ſeveral of their Sutlers run away from them, 
and ſeveral of their Officers ſent away their Baggage: We 
waited about Ten hours there to invite them to Engage 
fairly, but they declined it ; the next day they Decamped 
and marched towards Tourney in order to ſend their Troops 


to Winter Quarters, and in a few days after we began to- 
diſperſe:
